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DeHaan won't pursue ambulance charges

TWIN FALLS — County Prosecutor 
Harry I>eHaan announced Tuesday 
that he would not pursue charges 
against Magic Valley Emergency 
Service or Its owner and former 
manager, county Coroner aoycc 
Edwards. 

DcHaati concluded ttiat the findings 
of the nine-month Invesllgaflon of the 
ambulance servlceby s l&sk force of 
state and local officials constlluted 
technical violations of state regula- 
tions that "did not rise to Ute level of 
crime." 

The findings of that investigation, 



released Tuesday, allege that 
Edwards Violated the following state 
regulations: 

• The service utilized three am- 
bulance units that were not licensed 
lor such use by the state Emergency 
Medical Services Bureau. 

• Personnel who had been not 
certified-;: all lemM-gency "medical 
technicians, Including Edwards, were 
provldlngemergency care. 

• The compaoy was not using state 
approved forms for filing 
ambulanee-nm reports. 

The report also says the company 
provided poor service In the case of an 
alleged 40-mUiute rcspofisc time to 
Hansen High School last year when a 
Raft River High School football 



player, James Koyle, suffered a 
severe spinal cord Injury, 

"Remedial action has already been 
taken." DeHaan said. 

All ambulance units and equipment 
have been brought up to stale stan- 
dards, he said. 

State Department of Health and 
Welfare oflictaJs retain the authority 
to proceed on the alleged rcgulalory 
violations. Last week, slate officials 
informed the Twin Falls County 
Commission that they would wait for 
local officials to proceed. 

What stale officials plan to do in 
light of Dcllaan's decision remained 
unknown Tuesday. State EMS Durca j 
Director-Paul Anderson was reported 
away from his home lii Boise and 
could not be reached for comment. 



MorkStubbs. a lawyer representing 
the' ambulance company, questioned 
Ihcrolcof [he resulatory agency in 
the alleged violalions. He said llie 
unlicensed ambulance units were 
used solely for the transfer ol patients 
and strictly for non-emergency inci- 
dents. 

He tiOm ihQt EMS staff. mcni^rs- 
hnd told IvdwardS' the non-licensed 
vchiclaa could' be used' on a non- 
emergency basis. 

Stiibbs conceded that Edwards had 
allowed his certification as an 
emerRcncy medical technician to 
lapse.

Sources claim Reagan picks scaled-down MX 



W,\SinNGTON (UlMl - President 
Keagan has decided to deploy a 
scoled-down MX missile system in 
Western slates and given a green light 
to the building of 50 D l bombers, 
congressional sources said Tuesday. 

Reagan himself said earlier he will 
announce his decisions on the two 
massive military weapon systems 
Friday, a day after he liolds his first 
formal news conference in more than 
three months. "'We'll be making a 
slatemcnl on the whole slralc^ic de- 
cisions on Ftlday," he told reporters. 

The congressional sources said 
later the president plans to recom- 
mend the building of 100 MX missiles 
to be spread around 1.000 shelters In 
Western slates. 



The sources said two sets of sites 
are under consideration. The shelters 
would be located either mostly in 
Utah and Nevada, or some In Nevada 
and others in current Minulcman 
missile sites in North and South 
Dakota. 

The original Air Force plan for the 
new MX intercontinetal missiles had 
been 10 build 2C0 of them to be hidden 
in and spread around 4,600 shelters 
located In Utah and Nevada. 

The scaled-down plan the sources 
said Reagan has chosen was one or 
various options under consideration 
during the lost few months, and can 
be expected to draw criticism from 
the stales Involved where Reagan has 
many political allies.

Ellis: GAO doesn't know about trout farms

TWIN FALl^ - Uulil iroul farmer 
Ken Ellis still insists Ihc U.S. Army 
Corps of p;nginecrs bought his Crj'stal 
Springs hatchery for a fair price. 

"The General Accounting Olfice 
never knew and doesn't know any- 
thing about trout halctienes." Fills 
said Tuesday. "Ttiey don't have that 
type of appraising expertise, and even 
if Ihey did, 1 never saw them wrileone 
thing down when they, were liere to 
look at the facility." 

A GAO Investigation of the sale 
maintains the government probably 



paid more lhan 12 million too mucti 
for Kllts's trout farm 11 bought Ihe 
facility for J3.^25.000 in order lo build 
a sleclhead hatchery as part of ihe 
Ixj'Acr Snake River fish mitigation 
program. 

"This fs a conlroversy lhal is a 
no-win siluation." Ellis said. "I put 
the hatchery up lor sale at a fair 
price. The corps did nol have lo buy 
the hatchery, but they agreed il was a 
good buy. 

"There wasn't one person in the 
GAO that knew anything atnut ap- 
praising a Iroul hatchery." he con- 
tinued. "Ttiey did nol use the best and 
most up-to-date information, in- 



formalion that was documcnled and 
freely given to Ihcm." 

This opinion is echoed strongly by 
tlic man hired by the Corps of 
Engineers lo appraise the pr\)p*.'rty, 
Hot>ert Smith of Idaho Land and 
Appraisal Service in Boise. 

Smith said the GAO report is off 
base and uses out-of-date information. 

Corps ollicials sliil have not com- 
mented on the GAO report. Deputy 
district engineer Lt. Col. William 
Mocllcr said Ihc report has not been 
received at his Walla Walla. Wash., 
office. 

"We're really not in a position to 
comment until we've seen what the

"Althou^ U appears that the 
purchase-probably wasn't a smart - 
buy. what we really still have Is two 
agencies pointing fingers at each 
other," Hansen said, "The issue will 
have to ix seltlcd elsewhere, probably 
by the House Public Works and 
Transportation Commlllee {which 
requested the GAO audit ] ." 

The 104-page report consists of GAO 
findings, countered by comments 
from the Army and the Boise 
appraiser wtio valued Ihc trout farm 
iilS:i.-l million.

It was acknowledged that Robert 
Smith, of Idaho Land and Appraisal 
Service of Boise, had to use cost and 
Income methods In appraising Crystal 
Springs because no comparable 
hatdicry soles had occurred In the 
area. However, the GAO sharply at- 
tacked Smith for using high estimates 
for trout production and locome at 
Ellis's trout farm. 

"Our review of the appraisal 
showed that the appraiser raled on 
Insufficient find Inaccurate Informa* 
Hon, which resulted In the appraiser 
overvaluing Ibe Crystal Springs 
Ranch ftJdi hatchery," reads the GAO 
report. 

Shortcomings the report llsli in* 
elude: 

• The method for determining how 
many pounds of fish could be pro- 
duced andually was Incorrect and 
resulted In Ihe pnxluctton ^tlmate 



■sitiwasoventatod. 

• The production value Included 
potential from undeveloped capacity, 
even though the depressed trout 
market makes the value of increased 
production questionable. J 

• The capitalization rate used was 
not reflective of present trout Industry 
income. 

GAO investigators also criticized 
Smith for- always using "the highest 
estimates" rather than average or 
mean figures, 

In a Times-News Interview earlier 
this year. Smith stressed, however, 
that In developing a fair appraisal, an 
appraiser must value a property at Its 
peak and most profitable use. He said 
this included maximum production 
estimates and potential annual in- 
come, regardless of fluctuating 
markets. 

In response to the GAO, Smith 
wrote, "After reading the (draft) 
report,- I had Ihe feeling (he staff 
directed their cnlirc efforts in liylng 
to discredit our appraisal, rather than 
weighing both sides of the issue in an 



I attempt, to arrive at an unbiased 
conclusion. This is supported by the 
-fact that ei^ after our interview with^ 
^^j^Netepbrt still' contains" Ihe 
samJTnitSrriterprelatlohs arid misun- 
- derstandlnga that Were discussed. 

"In addition, we found the only 
people that were interviewed in Twin 
Falls, except for us and Mr. Ellis, 
were In support of a selected segment 
of the industry that opposed our 
valuation. 

"Therefore, it is our concern the 
committee did not consider all of the 
information available or provided 
them during their investigation, but 
rather, made an early assumption the 
appraisal was crroocous and set out to 
prove it/'Smithwrole. 

To support Its claim that Crystal 
Springs was worth only about {1 
million, the GAO inveslgators cite the 
sale this June of Thousand Springs 
Trout Farms to Clear Lakes Trout Co. 
for "approximately {1.75 million." 

"The land Involved was approxi- 
mately 300 acres, compared to about 
25 acres for Crystal Springs," the 
report reads. Maximum water flow at 
Thousand Springs Is about 365 cubic 
feet per second, compared to 85 to 100 
cfs at Crystal Springs." 

However, Smith was not able to use 



this sale In his calculations because It 
occurred almost a year after he had 
completed his initial appraisal. . 
--It,lfl noled-lb lharcpori-that.Smttb-. 
dld""reduce his appraised value from 
$4,425 million to $3.4 million after the 
Corps of Engineers supplied him with 
revised water-flow and production 
figures. 

GAO investigators also criticlicd 
the Corps of Engineers for not seeking 
a second appraisal "despite the 
appraiser's precedenl-setling value 
and oppraisal rijethod." 

The $3,425 million sale price 
marked the highest amount ever paid 
for trout-producing water in Idaho, 
the report said. The GAO strongly 
recommended that second appraisals 
be. sought .in similar, situations to 
avoid appraisals "based on Inaccu- 
rate figures or melhods." 

The Army strongly dlsagrecs_wjlh_ 
the GAO, however. In a letter In- 
cluded in the GAO rcporil, the assis- 
tant secretary of the Army, Willlom 
Glanelll, wrote, "We feel that the 
Corps of Engineers aclcd in good 
laith, followed the dictates of Con- 
gress and fully substantiated its ac- 
tions. rurSicrmare, wc oblect to the 
tilling of the (GAO) report, -A Cosily 
Lesson.'

Committee, the group that initially 

called for the audit, 

"The House public works commit- 
tee will probably be prone to taking a 
crillcal look at the operation of the 
corps," said Rep. George Hansen, 
R-Idaho. "The two major areas would 
involve Ihe purchase procedure and 
price the corps use in Ihe (halchery) 
purchase, and a look at whether the 
fish mitigation program may be done 
cheaper by conlracting it out to 
private business." 

In addition to saying the Corps of 
Engineers should have paid only 
about $1 million for the Crystal 
Springs hatchery, GAO investigators 
also concluded that the entire 
steclhoad-rearlng progrom might 
been done cheaper by contracting II to 
private troul growers, rather than 
maintaining government-owned and 
-operated hatcheries, 

GAO investigators claim It will cost 
the government about $6 per pound to 
raise the steelhead, while the cost 
would be about $1 per pound If they 



were reared by, and purchased from,, 
commercial hatcheries. 

The Coips of Engineers already 
operates one stedhead farm at Mc- 
Call, and II Is seeking a third site to 
complement the Crystal Springs 
propo&al, This federally mandated 
program Is designed to replace fish 
lost when four dams were built on the 
lower Snake River. 

But corps officials have insisted on 
federally operated steelhead farms. 

"There's nothing in the appropria- 
tion that says we can't contract out 
the rearing," admitted Moelier, "but 
we are Instructed to base this decision 
on the advice from groups like the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service and 
state fish and game departments. 

"In this particular program, these 
people are very vehement that we 
should maintain control and operation 
ourselves." MocUersald, 

Under the present proposal, Idaho 
Fish and Game Department 
persoruiel would staff the Crystal 
Springs steelhead hatchery. De- 
partment officials clalr.i this will 



allow far better quality control than 
contracting the rearing to private 
trout farmers Inexperienced in 
steelhead rearing. 

If govcmmenl-owncd and -operated 
hatcheries offer the best program, as 
corps officials claim. Hansen said 
procedural double checks before a 
sale like Crystal Springs is finalized 
may be the only hope of- preventing 
"future mistakes," 

Hansen plans to bring the Crystal 
Springs controversy before the feder- 
al Office of Management and Budgets 
"to see it this type.of thing has a 
pattern to It." 

The congressman said lhat if feder- 
al agencies like Ihe Corps of 
Engineers knew "someone was look- 
ing over their shoulder," sales would 
not be completed in a manner leaving 
slgnifcanl questions of propriety. 

"Federal agenci^havc a tendency 
to get locked IntoVAih and don't 
readily admit '"'flIVl" Hansen 
continued. "Howevefflhc responsibil- 
ity of making prudery purchases for 
the nation must remain with agencies 
likethccorps." i

The All Savers Is a tS-month plan to 
help mortgage bankers stay solvent 
after years of low profit because they 
have been locked Into long-term, 
low-interest mortgages, earning less 
than 10 percent, while paying certifi- 
cate depositors IS percent and more. 

No one expects the All Savers will 
make the banks rich, but many expect 
that when the present program 
expires in December, 1382. Congress 
will come up with some substitute 
progrom conllnuing the present $1,000 
to $2,000 lax exemption for savings 
and other bank account Interest, 

Other 1981 changes Include a re- 
duction In the tax rateon capital gains 
realized from the sale of slocks and 
bonds held for 12 months, as of last 
June, from the previous 28 percent to 
20 percent. Anott^r break for the 
Investor excludes KSO (single taxpay- 
er) and SI.W) (Joint) of dividends 
reinvested in certain utilities. 

Also, anyone selling a home since 
July 20 can exclude from capital gains 
(the difference between ihcpurchoM 
and sale prices) $125,000. instead oP 
the previous $100,000 allowance. A 
home-seller now has 24 months to 
reinvest sale proceeds In another 
home without Incurring any tax liabil- 
ity.

A partner of Touchc, Ross & Co..

has been quoted as saying that an IRA 
account, earning a reasonable 12 
percent a year, would total about 
5167,000 after 20 years and some W 
million after 40 years. Even If the IRA 
portfolio earned less than the 12 
pereent, it still means bigger bucks 
come retirement time. 

All It lakes to fund an IRA, up lo the 
maximum permissible federal tax 
exemption, is S38,50 a week, or M3,25 
per couple.

Weinberger releases 99-page book

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Defense 
Secretary Caspar WelnbcrKcr, re- 
leasing a detailed Pentagon assess- 
mfint, said Tuesday that unprece- 
dented Soviet mllilary power presents 
a "very real and growlnR threat" that 
the West must meet.

only the latest attempt by President 
Ucagan to jusiify turning U.S. foreign 
policy "from negollaticns to con- 
frontation." 

The publication, entitled "Soviet 
Military Power." appeared designed 
to drum up support for Increased 
mililarv spending by the United 
Jitates and its NATO allies to confront 
the Soviet war machine on land, at sea 
and in the air.

The booklet come out less than 24 
hours after Secretary ol Stale Alex- 
ander HalR met with Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Cromyito m Now 
York and w ithin days of an expected 
annnuncomcnl by President iteagnn 



on his decision about the MX missile 
and bomber programs. 

Weinberger described the timing as 
"purely coincidental." 

The publication contains little that 
has not been brouglit out in testimony 
before Congress or reported In other 
publications. But it serves as a primer 
to support the administration's theme 
that there is a need to "rearm 
America" because of a Soviet threat 
in this "dangerous decade,"

_mldniglit tonight, the Treasury 
ouid have^becn unable to borrow 
money to honor Social Security and 
government paychecks as early as 
next Monday. 

Since the House already approved- 
the new debt limit of $1 ,079 trillion, the 
bill now goes to the president for his 

signature. 

Tuesday night's vote came after the 
Senate soundly reiectcd an amend- 
ment to restore presidential im- 
poundment authority which Congress

It culminated three days of debate 
on whether to raise the debt celling 
from Jls current level of (985 to past $1 
trillion tor the first time in history. 

Sen. William Prcxmire. D-Wls.. 
staged a one-man protest agaln-st the 
moveriioldinfj lKo'Scnato floorfor ifi 
hours from Monday evening until 
Tuesday morning. 

But his vigil was futile, with the 
Senate voting 6;i-:t3 to kill his 
amendment that would have raised 
the debt limit from $385 billion to S99:i 
billion instead of the proposed Si 
trillion-plus level. 

Senate Finance Committee 
chairman Bob Dole, R-Kan., .who 
acted as the administration's point 
man on ttie bill, argued that Prox- 
mlre's suggested debt ceiling

on investor nerds 

Docs anybody need any more proof that Chicken 
Little is indeed alive and well on the Wall Streets of ■ 
-the world?— 



Monday's tumultuous market plunges, followed by 
Tuesday's record-setting surges, prove that investors 
need only look into a mirror to scare the daylights out 
of themselves. 

There was absolutely no reason for such panic in 
the market. Yet, Investors took the word of one man 
— Joseph Granville — at face value and created all 
the havoc by franlically selling off (heir holdings. 

The end result was that the little investor took a 
sound beating, while the flush Wall Streelers later 
scooped up some prizes at bargain prices. 

Perhaps this is what was needed to shoot some 
well-earned holes in Granville's clairvoyance. Since 
his irresponsible tactics didn't affect the New York or 
American exchanges, maybe those who did follow his 
foolish advice will think twice the next time around. 

Granville is a symptom of a market scene gone ■ 
haywire. Investors are so prone to "Ihe-sky-is- 
falling" syndrome, they read like a bunch of 
nerd-like drones, instead of the savvy market men 
they pretend to be. 

With such conditions so prevalent, it's no wonder 
President Ronald Reagan has found little financial 
support for his economic program. The trouble is 
everyone is too greedy — it's "the-l-want-mlne, 
the-hell-with-yours" thinking that is Wall Street's 
bane. 

How sound Is a financial decision based on rumor, 
not on tact? What sense docs it make to panic because 
-one individual — Granville — predicts a Sif pcrccnt— 
prime? (It came down to 19 percent in Chicago 
Tuesday. ) 

Until investors settle down and play the long-lerm 
game instead of day-to^lay uncertainly, the market 
will remain vulnerable to damaging shock waves. 

But now that they realize there's Life After 
Granville, some sense of order may return lo 
financial circles — but we wouldn't take a bet on il.

Lawyers love those FTC cases

WASHINGTON - In the old days a 
typical lawyer dreamed a typical 
droam: His office would bo named to 
handle the mulllmlllion dollar estate 
of the local banker who died leaving a 
hundred heirs but no will. 

ThinklnR about It, the lawyer's 
mental cash register went ching, 
chinfi, chinR. 

Times change. Nowadays the am- 
bitious lawyer could ask nothing bel- 
ter than to be involved In a major case 
before a federal agency, and 
especially before the Federal Trade 
Commission, Probate law and regula- 
tory law are two vastly different 
fields, but the music is the same. 
Those little bells sttU go chlng. chlnR," 
chlng. 

Conlemplale, i( you wjjj. jusl Ihrce 
cases before the FTTC In which action 
has occurred this year. Back in Feb- 
ruary the commission dismissed a ' 
proceeding against the manufactur- 
ers of over-the-counter drugs. On 
September 1 iin administrative law 
Judge aK-ommcnded dismissal of a 
proceeding against the cereal manu- 
(aclurers, And on September 16. the 
commission aljandoned a major pro- 



ceeding against the top oil companies. 

In the matter of the over-the- 
counter drugs, the FTC's staff set out 
to prove this proposition — that the 
manufacturer of an antacid would be 
guilty of fraudulent, deceptive and 
unfair advertising, carrying a civil 
penalty up to $10,000, If he said his 
product would "relieve excess gastric 
acidity" Instead of saying that his 
product would relieve "sour stom- 
ach." On the head of this semantic 
pin, buyers and experts revolved for 
five years and three months. The 
FTC's staff put in 20,000 hours of 
labor. The record and exhibits ran to 
IJ.OOO pages. The taxpayers paid out 
$6t.000 to hired witnesses. Tlie little 
bells went ching. ching. ching. and 
nothing at all was accomplished. 

The case against eight major oil 
companies began in 197J. It would 
have been the greatest antitrust pro- 
cccdmg ever maintained by the FTC. 
Bui after eight years, commission 
counsel advised the commission '■thai 
the case was still in the preliminary 
stages and could not be brought to 
trial for at least three years." Such 
limited progress, ruled the com- 
mission, Justified dismissal. 



The proceeding against Kellogg. 
General Foods and General Mills had 
a peculiar charm of Us own. More 
than nine years ago. staff counsel for 
the FTC came up with a novel theory 
of law - the theory of the "shared 
monopoly." The theory suffered at the 
outset from a contradiction of terms, 
for "monopoly" stems from the same 
Greek root that gives us monocle, 
monotone, monolith and monogamy. 
To share a monopoly Is In a class with 
finding the cube root of Infinity. What 
the staff perceived was a shared 
oligopoly, a term that suffers at once 
from redundancy and from the objec- 
tion that there is no law against It. 

Nevertheless, the lawyers went to 
work and the bells went ching, ching, 
ching. Scores of witniises palhied a 
picture of corporate struggles that 
would have enchanted Jonathan 
Swift. Kellogg's Special K met Gener- 
al Mills's Total In "head-on battle." 
When it appeared that Its dominance 
of the protein segment of the nutri- 
tional market might be slipping. 
Kellogg trumpeted the arrival of 
Product 19.

"It's an agreement worked out with 
Haiti land the U.S," a White House 
officii said, explaining such restraint 
was ndt allowed on the higii seas . 
before.

AMA sells stock in 
tobgccqcgmpanies 



CHICAGO (UPI) - The Ameri- 
can Medical Association, appar- 
ently bowing to pressure from 
members, medical students and 
the media, has sold about $1.4 
million In tobacco stocks owned by 
Its pension fund, a spokeswoman 
said, 

The stock in cigarette producers 
R.J. Reynolds Industries and 
Philip Morris was sold In recent 
weeks, the spokeswoman said. 

The AMA had been under pre- 
ssure from some elements of Its 
membership, including residents 
and medical students, to divest 
Itself of the stock. They argued It 
was hypocritical for a medical 
group to own stxk In cigarette 
manufacturers. 

"The publicity from the (act that 
the AMA owned stock In these 



companies has nun,-" me 
spokeswoman said. "All our work 
to gct'pcople to slop smoking v^as 
lost." 

AMA offlcers^had argued during 
the group's annual House of Dele- 
gates meeting in June that federal 
securities laws prevented the 
AMA's pension fund managers 
from boycotting a particular type 
of Investment. ' 

The spokeswoman said roacllon 
from the media may have led to 
the decision to divest. Editorial 
writers and cartoonists had a 
"Held day" after the House of 
Delegates voted not to divest, she 
said. 

The AMA sponsors an anti- 
smoking campaign and refuses to 
accept cigarette advertising In Its 
Journals.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Actress Jodie 
Foster — who previously denied 
talking'to John Hlockley^r \— had 
"two telephone convcrealloftj wiUj-Ihe-- 
- man accused of sbooUng. fmldent 
Kcagan, Inw enforcement ofllclals 
said Tuesday. 

At an April 1 news conference at 
Yale University, where Miss Foster Is 
now a sophomore, the actress said she 
, had never "met, spoken to or in any 
way associated with one John w. 
Hinckley." 

But law enforcement officials said 
Hinckley tape recorded two telephone 
conversations wllh the IB-year-old 
actress. They furnished UPI ^llh- 
transcripts of the calls. 

The tapes containing the eonve^! 
tlons were found in Hinckley 
Washington hotel room shortly alter 
the president and three others were 
shot in Washington March 30. 

In a brief telephone interview 
Tuesday, Miss Foster confirmed that 
she had spoken with Hinckley but 
declined to discuss the matter In any 
detail. 

"It's not anything I can talk about." 
she said with reference to the appar-

statement and the^ telephone tapes.

Gregory's walk, fast 
baffles medical staff 



BATON ROUGE, U, (UPI) - 
Barely 28 hours out of a 7Nay fast, 
civil rights activist Dick Gregory 
Tuesday ended a lOO-mlle walking and 
jogging endurance test that baffled 
his medical supervisors. 

Gregory, who dropped 50 pounds 
down to 104 pounds during the mineral 
water-only fast, arrived at a city 
limits sign. grabl)ed it and swung 
around It twice to celebrate the com- 
pletion of his journey from New Or- 
leans. 

Obviously fatigued and sounding 
weak, Gregory said he felt all right 
but would not fast to that extent again. 

"I wouldn't advise nobody to do 11. 
It's very hard and very difficult and I 
wouldn't do It again," said Gregory, 
described by his doctor as a "pn>- 
feaaionai faster." 

Gregory was met by his daughter 
Michelle, a student at Louisiana Slate 
University, and the two knelt and 
prayed at the side of U.S. 61. 

He credited the success of his 
experiment to "my belkel In God, and 
my belief in nutrition." 

"Fasting is very spiritual and very- 
godly, and you don't have to die if you 
fast properly," Gregory said. 
"Starving people could be saved in the 
morning If we tried to deal with them 
with nutrition." 

Gregory broke the fast at Monday 
morning with 6 ounces of his own 



Trial begins today 
for Presley's doctor 



MEMPHIS. Tcnn. (UPI) - The 
drug trial of Elvis Presley's doctor 
may get bogged down in the first day 
of jury selection Wednesday because 
of wide publicity about the cose.

NEW YORK (UPI) - The potato 
sldn, long one of the most cursed and 
blessed of culinary Hems, Is coming 
Into Its own as a snack food.

Hawaii may p/ay lead role in food crisis

HONOLULU (UPI) - A leading 
international food scientist says ways 
must be found soon to solve the 
worid's food production problems in 
order to avert disaster. 

Wlillam R. Funick is a former 
United Nations senior technical 
adviser whowascalledoolast year by 
Congress to look at the rote the United 
States should play to avert catastro- 
phe. 

He believes the next climatic dis- 
asters In the world's food producing 
areas will touch off major shortages 
because previous weather-related 
problems have wiped out food re- 
serves. 

Furtlck, currently at the University 
of Hawaii, says history shows "it's not 
a question of whether further climatic 
disasters will occur, but when." 

American pockclbooks and inflation 
control strategy will be among the 
casualties when the increasing food 
demands of the developing nations 
cannnot be met, he said. 

His position paper for the Office of 
Technology Assessment, In congres- 
sional hands and soon to be made 
public, concludes that the alternative 
to catastrophe is a dramatic Increue 
in the food-growing power of tropicai 
countries, where most of the worid's 
people live. 

That won't happen, said F^irtlck, 
without a search for some hlgh^ 
science solutions to present problems 
In production. 

A scientist and designer of Interna- 
tional research programs himself, he 
is proposing creation of a private 
non-profit institute In Hawaii to 
become the nucleus for the escalated 
search. 

"We're not going to start from 
«TO." he said. "There are oU kinds of 
research bits and pieces under way. 
It's a matter of some strong sdeoUfic 
teamwork by those with the best 
capabilities, to bring them together In 
a focal point, and speed up the time to 
commercial feasibility." 

Some of the theoretical possibilities 
Involve the redesign of plants with 
genetic characteristics that will make 
them repel Insects, do without syn- 
thetic fertilizers, and flower and bear 
when the famjer wants them to, so 
nutritious .':rops are always available 
In quantity. 

Also on the horizon : the domestica- 
tion of the "wild" ocean species of 
present-day aquacullure, for high 
produjtivlly and ease of handling; the 



rearing of cattle and sheep embryos 
to survive outside Ibelr raotbcra. 
which would mean that one cow could 
produce dozens of calves a year on the 
same feed It now lakes toproduce one. 

The urgency for new breakthroughs 
arises from recent changes in the 
world's population structure. 

Developing countries of the tropics 
must Import most of their food 
because they were colonies during the 
post-war en, and emphasis was de- 
voted to non-food crops of eommertlal 
value to the colonial powers, such as 
coffee, tea, rubber, cocoa and cotton 

The situation has had a favorable 
effect OQ the economies of major food 
exporters like the United States 
Canada. Australia, Argentina and 
countries of Europe. Funtick says 
U.S. Income from agricultural 
exports has more or less balanced 
what has been paid out for foreign oil 
annually in recent years. 

But now, with technology fully im- 
plemented at farm level and almost 



all available land In production, the 
United States has reached, or is about 
to reach, a plateau In productivity. 
Worid food reserves called on during 
previous food shortages are virtually 
exhausted. 

It is becoming increasingly difficult 
for developing countries to sustain 
heavy food Imports, because Itiey are 
already heavily in debt to the world 
banking community from borrowing 
for food purchases, 

"Much has been published about the 
potential of default on tliese large 
debts and what can be done to prevent 
It. txsrauseit could be calastrophfc for 
the whole intcmalionai monetary 
system," said Furtick, who began his 
research in food production econom- 
ics at Oregon State University in 1953. 

"The problem would not have 
grown so serious if temperate-zone 
agricultural research could have been 
transferred to the tropics However, 
it's been found (in 10 or so years of 
trying) that the tropics ha%*e so many 



unique problems that, without major 
research lo modify the findings of the 
temperate lonc, they can't be 
applied." 

Furtlck said some "veiy senior 
people with wide experience in the- 
develt^ment of otlier research pro- 
grams" are enthusiastic about tackl- 
ing the challenge.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Children 
participating In sdwol lunch pro- 
grams rale the food tower than their 
parents do. 

In a survey by Redbook magazine, 
60 percent of the children ranked 
school lunches fair to poor, while 56 
percent of the parents rated the meals 
good to excellent. 

The study also foimd most children 
do not eat in the school lunch program 
every day. More than 60 percent ca'rry 
their lunch three or moro limes a 
week. 

Children decide what goes Into their 
packed lunches and mothers gener 
ally do the packing. Only 3 percent of 
the survey participants said fathers 
pocked the kids' lunches, 

Other major findings: 

—Cold cuts are the favorite 
sandwich filling, preferred by B9 
percent, and peanut butler, a close 
second, at 85 percent. 

—White bread was prcferrcd by M 
percent. 

—Snack time treats are most often 
cookies or candy, preferred by 76 

percent. 

—The favorite lunchbox fruit were 
apples, bananas, oranges or tanger- 
ines and raisins, In that order. 

Questionnaires for the survey went 
to a random sampling of 1,500 sutt- 
scribers lo the magazloe, 61 percent 
of them between 18 and 34 years old.

DEAR DR. LAMB - 1 had a 

cataract operation on one eye two 
years ago because 1 couldn't sec out of 
that eye. 

I can see out of the other eye Just 
enough to know where I'm going and 
who I'm talking to, but it's like seeing 
through a fog, I have my cataract 
glasses, I'm worrying about bow soon 
I should have my other eye operated 
on. 

Once the eyes are both operated on 
for cataracts do they have to be 
operated on again? I'm a widow over' 
75 and deaf. 

DEAR READER - Cataracts arc 
caused by a change In the malcrlfll 
inside the ions of the eye. 

The lens itself Is a round, marble- 
like shaped object of gelatinous mate- 
rial. When It Is clear It acts like the 



lens of a camera and focuses light 
rays on he back of your eye, the 
retina, like a projector focuses on the 
movie screen. 

The projected Image stimulates 
cells In the retina that Iransmlt-tm- . 
pulses through your optic nerve to 
your brain so you can recognize the 
image. 

When the lens gets so cloudy that 
you have a significant Impairment of 
vision, that is the time it should be 
removed. 

Notice I said removed, which 
means that once it Is out you have no 
lens and will not need another opera- 
tion forcatarcta. 

The problem is that some people 
have other things wrong with the eye. 
too, such OS degeneration of Uw reti- 
nal screen. In those cases removing 
the cataract will not return vision to 
normal and may not even help. So 
each case has to be evaluated on ils 
own merits.

vision can usually be ignored, as 
explained in The Health letter No, 
13-6, Your Cataracts arc Cominp.

F. night temperature, flower 
buds will form regardless of day 
length. (2) at 60^5 degs. F. night 
■ (empcrature the plants need i;i-un- 
tuntcrrupCcd hours of darkness {such 
as an unused room). 

■ To put it another way, protect the 
plants from elctric lighla from Scp- 
iember to November, as you do with 
the poinseltia. i'i) Flower buds 
$cldom form at night temperatures 
above 70 degs.

Prostate 
patients 
neglected

WASHINGTON - As many as 75 
percent of polenttally curable pro- 
state cancer victims arc not getting 
therapy that could prolong-4tfei-a- 
radiation oncologist claims. 

"They're not getting surgery or 
radiation. Instead they're being 
treated with hormones that feminlie 
them, castration or nothing at all," 
said Dr. Gerald E. Hanks of the 
University of California. "And I think 
' It'sacrime." 

The data has been made available 
through the Amcrlcsn College of 
Surgeons' survey of prostate cancer, 
he told science writers at a seminar 
on approaches to cure cancer wlih 
organ preservation and continuation 
of a normal lifestyle. The seminar 
was sponsored by the American Col- 
lege Of Radiology. 

Hanks, an associate clinical pro- 
fessor at the University ol Calilomia 
ai Davis, said these patients go to 
urologists "who don't know belter and 
would do better if they really un- 
derstood the problem," 

Prostate cancer, the second most 
frc(]uent cancer in American males, 
kills 22,000 Of Its 77,000 victims each 
year. It usually strikes men in their 
GOs, but 10 to 20 percent arc under 60. 

"Kven at 65. a man may have 10 to 
15 years ahead of him." said }lanks, 
"But who wants lo spend them Impo- 
tent or in a diaper with lack of bladder 
control — unless they have to?" 

Radiation Is a successful treatment 
for any type of prostatic cancer, 
except In its very early staRC. he lold 
the seminar. 

But. treated surgically in Ihe very 
early stage, he warned, a prostate 
cancer patient will have Impolency in 
its lo 100 percent of the cases, and lack 
of bladder control In 5 to t5 percent of 
the cases. 

"Because of the sid? effects of 
surgery, radiation therapy may be a 
t>ettcr treatment even tor palienis 
w ho are candidales for surser\'," said 
Dr. Morris J. Wiienbcrg, a radiation 
oncologist al Mercy Hospilal in 
Oklahoma City and former chief of 
radiotherapy at the University of 
MaiNland Hospital. 

Kanks said other new data coming 
out of a study of the national practice 
of radiation therapy sho\*s that a 
surgical procedure used lo diagnose 
prostate cancer appears lo spread the 
disease by putting malignant cells in 
the bloodstream. 

About half the patients with 
advanced prostate cancer receive the 
procedure, known as transurethral 
resection. The radiation oncologist 
likened it to coring an apple. The 
purpose of the surgery is to relieve an 
obstruction in the prostate and allow 
fluid lo flow Ihrougli. 

A recent review of lli'.- lilcralure 
shows that among all prosiaie cancer 
patients treated with radiation thera- 
py. GO to 75 percent survive at least 
five years, Wizcntwrgsald. 

For patients ullh the earliest stage 
of cancer, the flvc-ycar survival rate 
is 95 percnt.

The experiment marked the first 
time Rencs from one animal were 
transferred to an embryo of another 
and the embryo subsequently devel- 
oped into an adult expressing (hose 
Rcnes. 

Warner said a there was a great 
deal of discussion among his col- 
leagues at Ohio University about how 
ID proceed now, Among the options 
j;onsidercd were further experiments 
^ f with mice, the introduction of 
malfunctioning human genes Into 
animals or the possible uses with 
livestock. 

"We're a small group and aller n 
great deal of discussion wc decided to 
restrict our research to agricultural 
animals, "he said. 

Part of the reason tor the decision. 
Wagner said, was the rural location of 
Ohio University and Ihe resulting 
availability of Uvcstoclt and agricul- 
tural labs. 

"We discussed what Ohio Universi- 
ty's role is in research and the region 
we're in helped us make that de- 
cision," he said, 

Wagner said there Is also "a great 
deal of concern about applications to 
human medicine" but "there is tm 
problem with animals. After all the 
Holstcln cow is a machine for pro- 
ducing milk. It's not a normal cow." 

Wagner said that decision took iilin 
to Denver, Colo,, to study to ^tudy 
bovine embryology at the Genetic 
Knglnecrlnf! Inc. firm, lie will n>lurn 
to Ohio University next summer.

system." he said. "Inothcr words, the 
animal may already have the gone 
present but our process may make It 
possible to control the gene in order to 
improve cnicicncy." 

The result. Wagner said, would be 
an animal "tliat continues to make 
wliat it makes but just more of It." 

"The idea Is that each gene not only 
contains information for Its given 
protein but has a sequence for when 
the gene is turned on and off and and 
how often It's turned on and off. 

"By controlling that, we can control 
production," he said. "The cow would 
still make (he same milk and the 
same proteins would be in the milk 
but there wouid be more of it. The 
important ihinft here Is not a bigger 
animal but a more cniclcnl animal " 

Thus, Wagner explained, by in- 
troducing genes Uiat spur production 
the scientists could increase produc- 
tion without altering the basic genetic 
makeup of the animal. 

Wagner said the importance of such 
a development for Ihe world's food 
supply could be enormous. 

"l>espitc w hat vegetarians say, you 
must use meal as a food source. You 
can only grow com and wheat and 
other foodstuffs on alxxil 2) percent of 
the world's land. If you can produce 
more of a food product bv using the 
same amount or less of th-; resources, 
then the result is siRniticant." he said, 
Ilolh Wagner and Jolllca. who Is 
doing further research in Athens, say 
Ihey cannot put a limctable on when 
concrete developments may result, 

"The sooner you start the sooner the 
results will come atwul." said 
Wagner. "But you simply can't say 
when the nc.tt major step will take 
place. A large portion of the biological 
community must gel involved, ,\nd it 
obviously takes a great deal of time 
and money," he said. 

As for possible human applications, 
Wagner said lie bcllc^'cs itiscarch 
should be directed towards first 
studying human diseases in animals 

"1 feel very strongly that there is a 
proper application of genetics to 
humans." he said, "We've already 
done It with drugs, plants and 
animals, 

"I think the next step would be to 
introduce malfunctioning human 
genes to animals and then study the 
process outside Ihe human body. 
There is much to be learned that way. 

"1 think it would be a mistake to use 
such research to permanently alter 
the genetic heritage of people," he 
said. "That's something that would 
take a great, great deal of study 
because the implications arc 
tremendous. 1 think we can use 
alternative procedures to rt-ach the 
results wc want."

Armed with recommendations 
complied in the spring by an Idaho 
aging conference, slie and fellow 
delegates will work In committees 
to formulate resolutions that will 
be voted on tjy the entire confer- 
ence.

A lifelong teacher who lives up lo 
her self-applied description of 
"independent."

TWIN FALl^ - The Twin Falls- 
Sun Valley Regional Airport got two 
major bcmsts Tuesday toward im- 
proving local service. 

Federal officials announced that the 
airport's tower will reopen Monday 
and resume operations on a limited 
basis. Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion ofllclals closed the tower Aug, 23 
in response to the nationwide air- 
traffic controllers strike. 

Meanwhile, local officials signed a 
grant agreement that secured nearly 
SU,H million for the airport's runway 
expansion project. Construction on 
the project - needed lo accommodate 
DC-9 jets flown by Republic Airlines 
— could begin in the spring, with 
complcllon planned forsummer. ... . 

Mayor Hank Woodall and County 
Commission Chairman Ann Cover 
Monday signed the grant agreement, 
which frees some W.OTJ.OOO in federal 
funds for runway project. Their re- 
spective lawyers finalized the 
aurccincnl Tuesday.

The move was a necessary formali- 
ty to secure the funding. 

The project also will recive about 
S20O,OOO from-lhe stale. Local funding 
In the same amount will come from 
city and county funds, and will include 
SGO.OOO from the city of Sun Valley, the 
Sun Valley Corp. and the Elkhorn 
Corp. Also included in the local 
contribution will be another «,000 
from two Jackpot. Nev., casinos, 
Cactus Pcte'sand Barton's 93 Club. 

Coupled with a previously approved 
federal granl of SiOO.OOO. the airport 
project will ' receive . roughly (3.8 
million to add some 1,550 feet to the 
runway's present 7.150-foot length. 

That's below the H-mllllon cost, 
estimate of the project. But local 
offlcfa/s now believe that bfds for the 
project will be lower than the 
estimated prlceiag, 

"We!ve been receiving very com- 
petitive bids." said Cily Manager 
Tom Courtney. "Al ibis point, we 
anilcipaic that (the funding) will be 
sufficient to complelo the project." 

Courtney said oftlcialis plan to begin 
advertising for bids this week. A

Prosecutor Harry DeHaan Indicated 
his office may not pursue the charges. 

Twin Fails police arrested Sullivan 
on suspicion of second -degree murder 
in the shooting death of 30-year-old 
Wesley Vic Fisher. Fisher was shot at 
point-blank range with a l^gauge 
shotgun and was killed instantly, ac- 
cording lo Itie autopsy released 
Monday 

The charge filed against Suilivan 
carries a maximum penalty of 10 
years in prison. Hut unlike a murder 
charge, mansLiughtcr docs not allege 
"malice aforelhouglit" or premedita- 
tion Haider, il is considered to be a 
crime of passion. 

"There arc some questions as to the 
provocation. We are continuing to 
investigate and will make surv Ihe 
charge filed reflects tlie investiga- 
tion," DcHaansaid.

TWIN FALLS - Space problems 
caused by a bumper crop of kin- 
dergarten and first grade students 
will be met with portable classrooms. 

The school board approved Tuesday 
night ttic purchase of six melal-sided 
portable buildings from Gateway 
Trailer Sales/Guerdon Industries, 
Nampa. at a total cost of S1G3.240. 
Approximately another S3.D00 will be 
required to supply the units with 
electricity. 

According lo James Sawin. superin- 
tendent, the 24- foot-by -se-foot build- 
ings will bring class sizes In the 
affected grades down from JS to 25 
- students. 

"We're working toward the state 
recommendations of 25 in kin- 
dergarten and first tgradcsi." Sawin 
said. 



He added that the buildings met 
state specifications for classrooms. 

Tlie affected classes ■ are kin- 
dergarten and first grade at Harrison 
and Momingside schools, first grade 
at Blckel Elementary, and kin 
dergarten al Lincoln. 

Sawin told the board that classes of 
over 25 students in kindergarten and 
first grade required a Icarticr's aide 
to meet state recommendations. Even 
with the portable units, he said, stu- 
dent numbers may be still be hlRh 
enough to require the hiring of aides, 
Sawin said this decision would have lo 
wail until the final enrollment figures 
were In. 

Ttie buildings will be financed out of 
the two-mlll plant facilities levy.

I missed six days of 
work." she says. •'The fact I was a 
teacher never kept mc from anything 
Iwanlcdtodo." 

Hilverda became interested in Ihe 
While House Conference on Aging 
after bearing It discussed on televi- 
sion.

Mallory says a lurf<e iwpul.'ilion of 
Basques scllled in Shoshone and 
Hailey. 

Shoshone resident IHoyd Silva said 
he employed Basques as sheepherd- 
crs for more than 60 years. 

Mallory says job were scarce for 
Basques in Spain t}ccau£C of political 
persecution.

Because of the persecution, Mallory 
says thai Basques lake preal pride in 
bcinR able to speak and write their 
own lanpuace and practice traditional

"I came lo the state when I was i 
years old, and my parents have in- 
stilled in me a preat pride In my 
herltapc," Mallorvsnys. 

On Saturday. Basque dancers will 
perform traditional dances such as 
the Jota. 3 rltualistjc circle dance 
where paflhcrs perform with joined,

Mallory says Basque children will 
wear the culture's costumes - black 
vests with white lonp-sleeve blouses 
and briphl-colored skirls.

lung cancer because of the radiation

It alleged the men died frbm 
leukemia, other cancers, or 
radlatlon-causcd diseases resulting 
from their contract with radioactive 
ores or radon pas In the mines. 

The suit said the AEC acted as a 
monopoly In contracting with mining 
firms to supply uranium ore and the 
federal government is now responsi- 
ble for the deaths "caused by pro- 
longed exposure to extremely high 
levels of radiation." 

The plainlilfs alleged the AEC knew 
of the health risks, failed to exercise 
reasonable care In reducing the risks 
or informing the miners of the 
dangers and had "exclusive control" 
over the problems.

^Whilc 11 sounds paradoxical, tfic idea of increasing deer 
l^pulatlons in every big game management unit — some 
rather modestly - while allowing more hunting opporlu-' 
miy, Regional Biologist Gary Will. Idaho Fish and Game 
Sopartment. assured a small gatliering 'of area 
^rtsmen It was possible. 

ITiie key to occoinpllstiliiB II is by reducing hunlor 
4;]cccss. This "can be accomplished ttiroui^ several 
Manipulations. Bui tlic primary tool wlli be longer 
witlcred-decr only hunts in many of the region's deer 
Obits. 

IWili told the sportsmen the governormc fat-tor for 
Bppulatlons in oil areas will be capacity of winter ranges, 
-lie said the goal is to Itccp the populations riphl at the 
iSvet these ranges can replenish Iticmseives. Close 
iSspectlon of deer numbers, through aerial ccnsuslng. 
tSmge transects and study and other methods, 
'^"Whero possible these populations will be kepi within 
winter range capacity throuRli initiation of late-season 
Hunts. If that does not limit the numbers, wc will allow 
Hunting on the winter ranges." Will said, noting this 
literal on the spot reduction would keep the food chain, big 
game and humans in balance, ■ _ . .. 

-"In all cases we will try to use sportsmen as Ine rinal 
tools for maintaining the balance." Will said. 
.'Two major factors lie behind the long-range plan for 
this area, he explained. 

:The first is to keep Magic Valley hunters within the 
confines of region four rather than fanning out across 
southern Idaho and adding pressure to general hunting; 
lihits more adjacent tootherhuman population centers, 

;:The second is the major aim of making "surplus bucks" 
IQ all the populations bear the brunt of tiianagcmcnt 
control. 

-J.L. Thietton, big game supervisor from the Roise 
(flficc, noted this area has had special big game attention 
rjlit found in other parts of the stale — cent rolled hunts. 

:While this mclhod was successful in promoting the deer 
populations generally throughout the Magic Valley units, 
i^crcalcd a demand by non-drawing sportsmen who had 
[id place to go. Usually these non-permlltees wound up in 
liteas that are popular witti hunters from the Hoise- 
Mountatn Home area tOv.thc north and west and itie 
I^Dcatello area to the cast. The combmalion placed heavy 
bjirdens on animals in these general hunt Ing arwis and ttie 
population growths in those areas wore reduced Iroin 
rflanagement's overall goals. 

'V/ll\ noted that In Just about all cases. Magic Valley 
Winter range censusing had showed ratios of bucks to 
ailult docs much higtier than a very safe 2« bucks lo too 
does. He said olher stales had had prcxiuclion success 
with ratios as low as five and six per loo adult docs. 

'l\e said the department gu.irantees that in no case will 



the ratio be allowed to dip below 20 bucks per 100. But he 
added in some areas locally, the ratio has soared as high 
as 65 per 100. 

"These arc surplus bucks," he said. "We can trim 
them, providing groaleropportunllylo the hunter and still 
not interfere with herd productivity." 

He warned sportsmen against dreaming of a return to 
"the good old days," specifically the late 1940s and early 
1950s when Idaho bad a deer population explosion. 

He noted there were several reascAis this can not occur 
again nor can II be allowed lo occur. 

He noted Idaho is among the nation's fastest gnm-int; 
states. Increasing the number of hunters against a fairly 
static (leer population. He added there have been 
dramatic' vegetation changes "that arc irreversible" and 
detrimental lo large population buildups. He also men- 
tioned agricultural and urban encroachment and "signifi- 
cant poaching problems" as reasons. 

The consequence of another population explosion could 
be oblilcration of winter ranges - the animnis lilerally 
eating themselves out of house and home - and thai 
would live luac chance tor rebuilding the herds lo 
huntablc numbers. 

Statewide, Will noted Idaho estimated, based on deer 
winter range censusing. there areSM.OOO mule deer in the ■ 
slate. The five-year plan hopes (o pump that to 2ft2.000. 
This region includes 21 percent of the total populalion and 
provides 16 percent ot the stale's harvest. 

Will said llic ideal situation, as expressed by sportsmen 
and endorsed by management experts, is general 
cithcr-sex hunts. 

Toward that end, this five-year plan is aimed at 
providing six o( the \'i units for general hun'.ing, five as 
conlroiicdhuntsand Iwo 14-1 and 5f>) as irophy hunl.'^. ■ 

He said each of the units has al Icasl one probk^n 
peculiar to itself and said the basic cmptiasis of increase 
will be in the South Hills (units 47, », 55. S6, 57) which he 
described as "the btrst habitat containing tlic besi deer 
densities In the stale." 

He said ttie five-year plan hopes to increase the 
population along the state's southern rim from 26.000 to 
30.000 by 19H5, 

The major difference between this five-year plan and 
the one inaugurated in I97C is that it can allow more 
hun'ing while still increasing populations. This is due lo 
the previous plan that increased population by more 
restrlcllve and shorter seasons and turninn more to 
permit hunts. 

Archers attending put in a bid lo have more units made 
available to bowmen due lo the "leaps and twunds" - 
growth of people participating. They noted the Big Wood 
Hivcr unit particularly has become too crowded tor good 
hunting.

"There was closeness, he said 
then." "Wo scralcfied and clawed 
together. Wc were close and we 
worlied like hell." 

And then, while his sister Sandra 
embraced him In the locker room, 
Stargell continued, "Youhaveonly 
a few years in this Katne," he said 
with moist eyes. "When I'm not 
willing to go to war every day, I'll 
step aside and let some youngster 
takeover." 

Although he will not say 11 for 
publication, that time Is probably 
now. Bom Wilvcr Dome) Stargell 
in March of IMl, "Pops" was the 
patrician of the Pirates, the elder 
statesman who gave out stars for 
special performance and kepi the 
family together. In a city lhat 
never was smJIIcn by a learn with 
l!> blacks and Hispanics on a 25- 
man roster, he brouglit a magic 
moment. 

But that was two years ago, and 
Stargell knows there Is no such 
thing as a lifelong appointment In 
baseball. Ho transformed the 
Pirates Into a family, made whole 
by Sister Sledge's thundering 
chorus ol "We Arc Fam-aiec." 



But like many families In America, 
his has broken up. 

"A lot of th'igs have taken 
place." he says, his voice tired and 
calm. "We aren't happy with llic 
. way we're playing baseball, but 
Ihc moral characterJs still there. 
If I have a fight with my sister. I 
don't exile her from the family." 

The Pirates are in sixth place'ln~ 
the National League East, a team 
so poor that ft is righting with (he 
Cubs and the Mots not to finish in 
the dust. Two years after fans In 
Pittsburgh embraced Dave 
Parker, they now throw things at 
him. He Is so heavy, it is 
whispered, thai he won't get on a 
scale. Batting .261, Parker is 
almost hitting his weight. 

Other memtrers of the family 
have moved away. Ed Ott is in 
California. Phil Gamer has gone (o 
Houston. Jim Rocker Is now a 
broadcaster with the club, Bert 
BIylevcn was traded to Cleveland. 
"Pops" Is-stlU there, but he has 
played In only ;t3 games, with no 
home runs and an anemic seven 
RBIs. 

"For almost a decade, from 1971 
to 1979. u-c were a unit," Stargell 
says. "Wc made transitions 

together, things affected us as a 
group, and not just on ihc playing 
field. When I first started with the 
Pirates, Ihc fans were divided into 
color lines. One group, the Latins, 
rooted for Roberto Clemenlc. The 
blacks followed me. 

"But life is like that. It almost 
lias to be. Take nature. When you 
have ducks and chickens and lions 
and rabbits.

They have things in 
common and they bond together 
Fans are like that, too, 

"But in 1979, we had samcthing 
special, somtjthlng unique. We 
were all creatures from different 
cultures - Cubans. Puerto Rlcans, 
blacks, whites, men from the

Domlnieat, IlepUbllc, men with 
different diistoms. Yet we all came 
together to play this thing called 
baseball, put that above all. 
And it worked. We appr^latcd 
each othQ.r, carried each other 
through qif'icult situations and 
troubled ijniM. Wc made basic 
adjustmcf^ts." 

He was bom in Oklahoma and 
was ralsc^ in Oakland, but he 
made t'le decision to live In Pil- 
tshurgh. He signed with the 
Pirates In m and had knee sur- 
gery by the mid-"60s. He has been 
In pain tof almost 20 years now, 
wiih a knet:; that is nothing but bone 
on bone, tic *a5 oncc quoted say- 
ing thai evcoif'iriR fids better a 
little siov-'cr each year, then it 
doesn't get tKlierat all. 

There h^m been years of 
.spectacular baseball. Twice, it 
could even be arRucd. he was 
Ryppei) out of the National 
■.caeue's MVP flu ani In ■ iq?]. 



Stargell led both leagues with 
home runs — a record 11 in April — 
and baited .295, but Joe Torre of St. 
Louis was selected. In 1973, 
Stargell led the major leagues 
again but (he award went to 
Cincinnati's Pete Rose. 

1979 was the best. The team drew 
a million and a half people and 
Stargell was Ihc leader of the band. 
Today, the Pirates average 12,621 
fans per game and Stargell Is 
years old. He stops short of saying 
he will retire, but Just barely. 

"J will dosomesoul-searchinff," 
he says, "and make a decision by 
Christmas." 

But who ever calls a press con- 
ference In December? He is siill in 
Pirate gold and black, but the 
dance Is almost over. Stargell 
himself knows the way he should 
t)e remembered. 

"In 1979. wc did something." he 
says. "Wc held hands and walked 
Into the sun. Together."

Times and Its sister publication 
permanenUy unless there was a 
quick settlement of a labor dispute 
at the prestigious l9&-year-old 
newspaper. 

Len Murray, the secretary gen- 
eral 0/ the Trades Unions Con- 
gress, announced the "pro- 
visional" aRrecment. ■ 

Picket lines that had forced 
cancellation of the daily Times 
editions will be lifted and printers 
will return to worK Wednesday to 
start work on Thursday's editions, 
Murray said.

Soviets plan 
oil pipeline 
for the West 

DUSSELDORF, West Germany 
(UPI) - The Soviet Union has placed 
a Jl billon order for Western 
technology in a huge East-West trade 
deal to pipe Siberian natural gas to 
Western Europe, the West German 
■ steel firm -Mannesmann said Tues- 
day. 

The $1 billion contract for 22 com- 
pressor stations for the Urengoy sec- 
tion of the planned pipeline was 
signed Monday by a Soviet delegation 
and a consortium headed by Man- 
nesmann subsidiary Mannesmann 
Anlagenbau and the French firm 
Crcusol Loire. Mannesmann said. 

Tlie deal was the first agreement 
after montlis of haggling over financ- 
ing the purchase of Western 
technology and brought the biggest 
East-West trade deal ever envisaged 
one step nearer reality. 

The plan to build the pipeline to 
pump 40 billion cubic meters of gas a 
year from Siberia to Western Europe, ^ 
worth an estimated tlO lo ti5 billion, 
Is opposed by the United Stales. 
Washington argues It makes West 
Germany and other Eurt^an allies 
over-dependent on Soviet energy 
supplies. 

In addition lo the compressor sta- 
tion contract, Mannesmann said its 
Anlagenbau subsidiary reached "Ini- 
tial agreement" with the Soviets lo 
supply additional equipment for 160 
million. 

A spokeswoman said agreements oo 
supplying steel pipes would be 
reached on an annual basis. Man- 
nesmann already Is the Soviet Union's 
biggest Western piping supplier. 
Although the announcement 
-■brought- the complex pipeline deal 
nearer completion, a spokesman for 
the Essen gas firm Ruhrgas said 
lliere was sllll no agreement on the 
price of the Soviet gas, 

As envisaged, the pipeline would 
bring gas from the Yamal Peninsula 
in Siberia lo West Germany, which 
would lake 12 lo 15 billion cubic 
meters a year. The remaining gas 
would be distributed to France, 
Austria, Italy, the Nclheridnds and 
Belgium from West Germany. 

At the Western economic summit at 
Ottawa in July. President Reagan 
tried to dissuade Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt from the deal. Reagan of- 
fered U.S. energy supplies lo ajm- 
pcnsatc for the gas but Schmidt said 
they could not compensate for the 
Soviet deal. 

American named 
top administrator

VATICAN CITY lUPIi - Bishop 
Paul Marcinkus, the buriy Amcncan 
prelate wlw runs Ihe Vatican lank 
was named lo a key Vatican ad- 
ministrative posl Tuesday that puts 
him inltnetobccomcacaitlinal. 

The appolnlmcnl of Marcinkus. 59, 
of Cicero. III., as pro-presldenl of the 
Pontifical Commission for the Stale of 
Vatican City simuilancously cicvalM 
him lo the rank of archbishop and 
greatly increased his conlrol over 
church finances and admlnlstrallon of 
the 108-acrc city stale. 

Marcinkus wilt retain his post as 
pre.sidi-iii of the Valican bank and in 
his new posilion also will oversee the 
daily administration of many Valican 
departnicnls as well as relations 
Its nearly J.OOO lay crnplojccs. 

Anions the Valican depanmcnts 
under his responsitjilily will be the 
post office, police dcparlmonl, lounst 
services, museums and Vatican 
Radio, 

His new position, coupled with Ibe 
presidency of the Vatican bank, made 
him the most powerful adminislrator 
in ttie Valican aflcr the pope and the 
-sec relary of .slate. 

Tfie son of Lithuanian parents wlw 
imniit«-aled lo the Uniled Stales In 
1922, Mareinkus was ordained a priest 
In 1M7 ajid oiily five years later began— 
work in llie Kngilsh section of the 
Valican'sSecrelarial of Stale. 

II was during this period that he 
developed a close relation with Cardi- 
nal Giovanni Montlnl. who later 
became I'ope Paul VI, and was to be 
inslrumenlai in Marcinkus' quick rise 
within Vatican ranks. 

Marcinkus' role in running Valican 
finances was criliclicd in r^cenl 
years because of growing Votican 
deficits - $25 million in. 1981 - and 
the Valican bank's involvement with 
Sicilian banker Michcle Sindona, now 
sen'inp a 25-year jail sentence for

The Italian air force denied tlie 
Libyan charges and said the action 
was by no means an attack, but 
simply a "normal interception opera- 
tion." 

Air Force Gen. Romoto Manganl 
^Id there were three inlerccptl^ in 
rcccnl days Involving another Libyan 
aircraft and two British planes under 
similar circumstances. 

"From the moment it was noted 
that the Libyan passenger plane, 
which was flying from Zurich to- 
Tripoli, was not authorized to cross 
Italian air space, it was first wnmed 



in a radio message from Rome," 
Manganl said. 

"Since the pilot remained silent, we 
sent up a fighter which Ilmiled Itself 
to intercepting the airiiner and'fotlow- 
Ing it until it left Italian airspace." 

He said the intcrceplion took place 
over the Italian island of Usiica In the 
Tyrrhenian part of the Mediterra- 
nean, about 33 miles north of 
Palermo, Sicily. - - 

Khadafy flew home lo Tripoli from 
an East European tour Monday. 

The Libyans arc known for tiielr 
animosity toward the Italians, who 
they refer to as "Fascists." Libya was 
under an Italian mandate from the 
early ia»s until Worid War II, 



with Washington, and Khadafy ac- 
cuses U.S. officials of plotting W kill 
him and to invade his country. 

Deteriorating Llbyan-U.S. relations 
worsened after a dogfight Aug. 19 
over the Mediterranean between 
American Jets on routine maneuvers 
and Libyan warplancs. 

Libya at the time said the U.S. 
aircraft violated Libyan airspace. 
Two Soviet-made Libyan SU-22s were 
shot down intheairbQttlc. 
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
